Defense Development. 

Striking a warning note, the king 
said: 

“The fulfillment of our internation- 
al obligations under. the covenant 
(League), no less than the adequate 
safeguarding of the empire, makes it 
urgently necessary that deficiencies in, 
the defense forces be made good. 

“The ministers will, in due course, 
submit proposals which will be limited 
to the minimum required for these 
two purposes.” 

Most of the monarch’s short mes- 
sage was devoted to domestic policies. 


Shortly before parliament assembled,

Expensive. REX. — Among the 
privileges which are 
enjoyed by citizens of certain Euro- 
pean countries is that of paying a 
considerable share of the cost of a 
luxurious steamboat ride for passeng- 
ers on ships of this kind. Food on 
the Rex, as on the Ile de France, in- 
cludes that big gray Astrakhan caviar 
type of French peas which cost $10 a 
pound at refined delicatessens in New 
York and $3 a treatment in restau- 
rants. 

Although the English newspapers 
which were received at Gibraltar re- 
ported that the Italian people were 
taking up their belts and observing 


'meatless days, among other forms of 
self-denial reminiscent of the war to 


end war, the menu on the Rex has not 
been edited as yet. Together with this 
caviar, the Rex offers shrimp, crab 
flakes and clams, sardines and ancho- 
vies, five kinds of soup, two kinds of 
trout, chicken, sirloin, 
roast beef, roast lamb, mutton chops, 
lamb chops, veal, turkey and many 
vegetables, salads and ice cream. This 
is not a complete score, but just a 
selection of the fundamentals in a 
well-balanced ration. ' 
Iirst-class fare from New York to 
Naples or Genoa is $262, and there 
are about 35 first-class passengers on 
this voyage of the 52,000-ton steam- 
ship, which was promoted at the very 
crest of the era of wonderful non- 
sense, but missed it by three years.

The lives of primitive people were dominated by taboos. Certain 
meat was taboo and none would eat it. A certain region was taboo and 
none would enter it. A certain article was taboo and none would touch it. 

We smile at the ‘“‘superstitions’” of such people, but in ways that 
matter most our own lives are ruled by taboos. 

A taboo is a folk rule—a law of behavior not written in formal statute 
and yet more binding than any law. And when we.violate an age-old 
taboo, and thus learn that it can be done without inviting immediate 
disaster, one of the props of our civilization is gone. 

A few years ago a treaty between nations was a sacred contract sup- 
ported by the common conscience of mankind. It was effective because 
everybody assumed that it could not be violated. 

Then Germany violated the treaty that protected Belgium; America 
shocked and disillusioned Europe by refusing to keep a pledge made by 
Wilson; and the allies brazenly broke faith to escape their debts. 

The world learned that a treaty can be broken without inviting de- 
struction, and now Japan and Italy allow no pledge to interfere with 
their ambitions, and there isn’t an agreement, between nations that is 
worth the paper it is written on if one of the parties to it can profit 
by violating it. The taboo no langer works. 

Personal pledges, notes, mortgages and contracts were sacred things, 
too, some years ago; but hard times changed them to mere inconvenient 
obligations that one should violate rather than’ suffer. Breaking faith 
is still considered unethical, but the taboo is gone. 

Law was sacred, also, before the war. But people were taught to 
break it when they desired a drink, and they learned that laws are merely 
|temporary man-made rules to be disregarded without disgrace. They 
Still obey the laws they believe in, but the taboo is broken. 

Now we have governors: declaring martial law to have their way in 
spite of the courts; a President urging congress to pass a law no matter 
how unconstitutional it seems; and corporations flatly refusing to obey 
the law while their lawyers test it in court. 

Where is the power of principle and respect for abstract right? Look 
where you will, the law is merely a man who is respected because he has 
power to injure. as 

The taboo is gone; and when the taboo is gone, no power remains 
but force,
